town averaged 7 below. 
Some ther-1 
mometers in town registered 10 de­ 
grees below zero. 
At 7 o’clock ther­ 
mometers in different parts of town J e s s i e 
registered from 7 to 10 degrees. 
The 
average number of degrees registered 
by thermometers about town, protected 
and unprotected ones considered, was 
/ degrees. 
From 7 o’clock the m er­ 
cury rose steadily until it stood at 10 
degrees above zero at 10 o’clock a. m. 
In some places the gas was low, but 
as a rule the gas fires throughout the 
entire city were burning as usual, 
and the cold caused but little incon­ 
venience.

Tientsin, J an. 10.—Fiv e thousand men 
of the Russian g arrison at Port Arthur 
were marched from the v illag e of Ya 
hutsui on the shores of Pig eon bay. 
for fifteen miles to the railway station 
at Chang ling tzu at 3 o’clock, aud the 
other detachments followed soon 
ter. 
Each detachment was accompan 
led by six loaded transport carts. The 
Russians during the nig ht were taken 
on special trains of open trucks to 
Dalny and there they immediately em ­ 
barked for J apan on transports waft­ 
ing in that port. 
The long procession of the remnants 
of the g allant Russ.an g arrison was a 
pathetic spectacle. 
The first arriv als 
at Chang ling tzu were four droskies. 
drawn by sorry-looking horses. 
They 
contained the staff officers who had re­ 
fused to g iv e their parole. 
All wore 
their swords, as they were allowed to 
do under the terms of the capitulation 
compact. 
A few minutes later the 
first detachment arriv ed. 
The reg i­ 
mental officers marched with their 
men, their heads 
bowed and their 
faces seamed with lines, showing the 
result of the mental and 
physical 
strain they had underg one during the 
long defense. 
As the J apanese soldiers crowded 
about them with ev ident curiosity, the 
faces of the Russian officers were an 
Interesting study. 
All of them ap­ 
peared to feel their humiliating posi­ 
tion keenly, and thoug h some seemed 
to be resig ned to their situation, oth­ 
ers were resentful at being reg arded 
with curiosity. 
The men looked to be 
well fed, but their faces, like those of 
the officers, indicated the awful phy­ 
sical strain they had underg one.

In the procession were many 
lean-looking pet dog s belong ing to the 
officers. 
In many ca ses officers re­ 
fused to wear their swords, but had 
them carried behind them by order­ 
lies.

with the J apanese army and appeared 
to be both pleased and astonished at 
seeing the Europeans and Americans 
there. 
The prisoners were treated with the 
g reatest respect and kindness, thoug h 
they were reg arded with much natural 
curiosity.

A decision handed dow n by the S u­ 
prem e court of Indiana about fifty 
y ears ag o, has been dug up by w hich 
a num ber of people w ho have been 
m arried in counties w here the bride 
was not a resident may have a call to 
feel apprehensive. 
The decision held 
illeg al m arriag e of a wom an because 
she was a non resident of the county 
w here the license was issued. 
In th a t 
case a son by such a m arriag e claim ed 
a share of his fa h er’s estate. 
A ttor­ 
ney s for children of a form er m arriag e 
contended th a t there never had been 
a second m arriag e. 
The ruling was 
on the g round th a t the license was not 
issued in the county w here the bride 
lived and th a t it was now here else 
issuable. 
A recent ruling of the a ttor ­ 
ney g eneral and also of some of the 
c irc uit judg es iu the S tate are to the 
same effect. 
T here has neen a num ber of people 
in this county who, w hen they desired 
to secure a m arriag e license, w ent to 
some oher county and there represen­ 
ted th a t the wom an in the case was a 
resident of the county in w hich the 
license was asked for. 
The law states 
th a t a wom an m ust be a resident of a 
county for th irty day s before she m ay 
be issued license to m arry . 
The m an 
w ho w ishes to be m arried m ay live 
any w here in the S tate, but the wom an 
m ust live in the county w here she re ­ 
ceives 
the 
license 
to 
wed. 
The 
license is g ood any w here in the State, 
but the return for the m arriag e m ust 
be m ade to the clerk of the county , 
w here the ilcense was issued. 
T his decision holding m arriag es ille ­ 
g al w here tlie bride is not a resident 
of the county m ay put a dam per on 
runaw ay m arriag es. 
It seems rath er 
hard on some people w ho have been 
m arried for some tim e to have a decis­ 
ion come along by w hich it is held th a t 
th eir m arriag e is void but such is the 
case w here the bride was not living iu
